The  Directive  deals  with,  among  other 
things,  an  expansion  of  prohibitions  on  the  use  of  certain  types  of  aoditive 
mixtures,  clear  rules  on  the  labelling  of  additives  and  premixtures  marketea  within 
the  EC,  and  details  concerning  a  listing  of  those  authorized  to  manufacture 
antibiotics,  coccidiostats,  growth  promoters  and  premixtures  prepared  from  such 
additives.
